The bodies roooveied show that the 
victims dieil of gus poisoning. The res- 
cuers wore compelled to roliiiipiish their 
search by the acouiuulation of gus. It 
was hoped that the search would bo ni- 
BUined Ht.mulniglit, but the latest advices 
from the scene stiito that a tire is 
raging' and that auotlier ex}dosiou is 
feare.i. i he underground manager is 
among the viutims. The record of tha 
men dowu tiie mine has been lost, henoe 
it is impos.sible to verifv the number. 

Of the fifty bodies so far taken oat, not 
a single oue has bean identiliad, aa the 
features iu overy casa were ao fHghthll* 
W burned that reoognition, even hf 
tncsa nearest and dearest, proved im- 
possible. In most cases the clothing 
was also completely btirned off tha 
bodies of the victims, aift it is feared 
that but few of tha fifty scorched I;|(>dia8 
now lying iu two rooms on each side of 
the road, a feet from the niomh of the 
shaft, will ever be identified by tha 
wives aud mothers, whoee wails for 
their dead are ringing out dolefully 
everywhere. Au old man and his three 
sons, who ware in the mine when toe 
explosion ooo nr ra d , were lost, ahd 
when the uews was brought home to 
the old man s wife, the mother of tha 
bojs, and the only surviving member of 
tha family, she dropped dead almost 
without a word, the shock having kiUed 
har. 

Tha latest estimato ia that six|r Mr> 
sons ware killad. A raliaf fund ua 
baan started. It is supposed that the 
azplosion waa oMised by leakage f root 
an old iirs in a disused saam. 

An old man and his three son* who 
ware in the mine when thaexploaiea 
occurred were loat, and when tha new* 
was broaght home to tha old man's 
, wife, ths mother of the boys and the 
only surviving member of tlie family, 
she dropped dead almost without a 
word, the shook killed her.
